tons out of a trench they have taken,

After having vigorously shelled the 
region between Bethincourt and the 
Meuse, the Germans, in @ strong in» 
fantry attack, captured the village of 
Forges, about nine miles northwest of 
Verdun, Not Satisfied with the gaia, 
they several tlmes essayed to debouch 
trom the wilage against the Cote do 
L'Oie, but the French, in counter at- 
tacks, forced them back in the village 
and held them there. 

Enemy Gain in Champagne. 

In Champagne the right and left 
flanis of the jFrench were attackud 
by the Germans in the region between 
Mont Teut and Maissons de Cham- 
pagne. <At the former point the 
French fire kept the Germans to their 
trenches, /but near Maissons de Cham- 
pagne they succeeded in occupying a 
small section of a French trencn, 

In the Argonne the French blew up 
near Courtes Chaussees a German 
post with @ mine, and captured a pore 
tion of the crater, Near Haute Chee 
vauchee the Germans sprang two 
ines, and later entered the French 
hes at several points. Counter 
t however, drove them out, ani 
the French also occupied a portion of 
the mine crater 

Except for the infantry attacks at 
Forges, the guns on both sides in the 
Verdun region have been doing all the 
wor) To the southwest at Metz, 
pear Pont-A-Mousson, the French ar- 
tillery has heavily damaged German 
Rosi ione.

PARIS, Mar, 6.—The French con- 
tinue to be absorbed in the situation 
1round Verdun. The anxiety and 
doubts of the first days of the fight- 
ing have been replaced by quiet joy- 
ful confidence in the strength of Gen 
Petain's preparedness either for de- 
fense or a quick offense, 

The conviction regarding Verdun is 
that although the Germans may per- 
sist in their offensive, the’r power of 
attack has been weakened, and it ds 
considered that it will be difficult for 
‘them to get the same dash out of the 
troops who have lost fights against 
the French, in future attacks. The
